Kingston A&E may not cope with

Financially-stricken Kingston 
Hospital has warned its “very frag¬ 
ile” accident and emergency 
(A&E) department could crumble 
during the inevitable upsurge of 
patients during winter. 

The hospital is currently under 
investigation by health regulator 
Monitor after reporting “exces¬ 
sive” A&E waiting times of more 
than four hours and a multi-mil- 
lion-pound financial deficit. 

Interim chief executive Ann Rad- 
more said the hospital’s A&E de¬ 
partment was running at between 
97 and 104 per cent bed occupancy, 
meaning there would be no space 
for a sudden, large influx of pa¬ 
tients over the colder months. 

The hospital has the added pres¬ 
sure of being placed in an area 
with an older population and has 
been seeing a large number of 
patients who could be seen by a GP 
instead. 

Speaking at Richmond’s health 
scrutiny committee on Monday, 


she said: “It is very clear that the 
system is very fragile. If our beds 
are particularly busy then we will 
find that the whole emergency ac¬ 
cess falls down. 

“We will have to make more cost 
reductions next year. We can’t re¬ 
turn to a surplus next year and I 
can’t tell you when we will. 

“All the trusts in NHS London 
have a deficit.” 

Ms Radmore was also forced to 
defend herself as the best person 
to guide the hospital through trou¬ 
bled times. 

In January she resigned from a 
£355,000-a-year post as chief execu¬ 
tive of the London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice (LAS) after two years when it 
reported the worst 999 response 
rates in the country. 

She took up the interim Kingston 
job in August when chief executive 
Kate Grimes went on an extended 
period of sick leave. 

Committee chairman Robert 
Thompson asked if Ms Radmore 
could provide members “with the 
confidence” that she was the right 
person for the job this week. 

Ms Radmore replied: “Some 
quite innovative things were done

[during my time in LAS].” 

Kingston Hospital did report 
some positive news to quell neigh¬ 
bouring borough Richmond’s fears 
about performance. 

The hospital’s financial depart¬ 
ment had predicted an £8.8m 
deficit for the year 2015 to 2016, but 


this has been reduced to £6.1m - 
£2.7m less than forecast. 

Ms Radmore said this was made 
possible in part by employing for¬ 
eign nurses, particularly from the 
Philippines, after the profession 
was added to a list of occupational 
shortages by Home Secretary 
Theresa May. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said: “Kingston Hos¬ 
pital does not only serve the local 
community, it spans five boroughs 
and many problems arise because 
people who are attending A&E 
don’t need to be there. 

“There is pressure on them and 
the management have to find the 
best ways to handle that.” 

He added Ms Radmore seemed 
“committed to turning the hospital 
around”. 

Grahame Snelling from Kingston 
Healthwatch said: “Older people 
and people with chronic condi¬ 
tions are particularly vulnerable 
in this period. 

“We will be working closely with 
the hospital in the time up to the 
inspection in January so we can 
understand exactly what their is¬ 
sues are.”

Will Kingston residents fi¬ 
nally see a drop in their 
high council tax payments 
in the coming years? 

People in the borough cur¬ 
rently pay the highest coun¬ 
cil tax in London and the 
seventh highest in England. 

But this week Chancellor 
George Osborne announced 
a pilot scheme that would 
allow councils to keep pro¬ 
ceeds from business rates 
collected in their areas, 
which would make busi¬ 
ness-heavy Kingston an es¬ 
timated £40m better off a 
year. 

The Kingston Guardian 
reported back in January 
that council leader Kevin 
Davis wanted to be free of 
Government budget restric¬ 
tions and keep a greater 
proportion of rates. He has 


been at the forefront of the 
campaign. 

He said: “Of course we 
still need to see the detail 
behind the headlines, but 
this is a significant change 
that could offer councils 
like Kingston the chance of 
a future free from central 
Government funding. 

“That is all we ask - the 
chance to be in control of 
our own destinies. 

“Kingston Council is em¬ 
bracing an ambitious 
growth agenda. We know 
that the vast majority of 
residents support that ap¬ 
proach, but they want to see 
growth that is right for our 
borough and that delivers 
benefits for local people.” 

Unfortunately, due to a 
shrinking central Govern¬ 
ment grant, it will be at 
least five years before the 
borough gets to see the pro¬ 
ceeds from the scheme and 
keep all of its business 
rates. 


MP for Kingston and 
Surbiton James Berry said: 
“I’m delighted that 
Kingston Conservatives’ 
proposal for the council to 
retain our business rates 
has been accepted. We will 
push for Kingston to be in 
the first wave of pilots for 
the Chancellor’s new 
scheme.” 

Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor and Banquet Records 
owner Jon Tolley said he 
paid about £10,000 a year in 
rates to keep his record 
shop in Eden Street. 

He said: “For a council to 
be able to decide how it 
spends the money it gets 
from businesses in the bor¬ 
ough seems like a good idea. 

“But it depends what it is 
spent on. If council tax goes 
down but then there isn’t 
enough money to protect 
people in real need that is 
clearly wrong.”

Conservative quits party 


A Conservative councillor has quit 
the Kingston party claiming unfair 
treatment by council leader Kevin 
Davis. 

Councillor Mary Clark will serve 
as an independent in her Old 
Malden ward after resigning from 
the Kingston Conservatives this 
month. 

She lodged a formal complaint 
with the Conservative Campaign 
Headquarters (CCHQ) about Coun 
Davis’ behaviour, but it was not up¬ 
held by the party, which said it 
found no evidence to support her 
claims. The fallout involved Coun 
Clark, who is also deputy mayor, 
being removed from sitting on 
council committees, which she said 
she had been promised would con¬ 
tinue despite her mayoral duties. 

It is not the first time Coun Clark 
has fallen out with her party. She 
had promised to quit as a member 
before she served as a councillor in 
2012 when the Tories turned on her 
for breaking non-partisan rules 
and criticising the mayor of 
Kingston. 

In a press statement released to 
the Kingston Guardian, Coun Davis 
said she had been removed 
from committees because she 
was “struggling” with her 
responsibilities. 

Coun Clark claims she was un¬ 
fairly dismissed as chairwoman of 
the Maidens and Coombe neigh¬ 
bourhood committee on October 1 
and other committee duties in July. 

She said: “It is with deep sadness 
that I feel compelled to resign from 
the Kingston Conservative Group. 
My decision is chiefly due to unfair 
treatment from Kevin Davis. 

“Earlier this year I accepted the 
role of deputy mayor on the

condition I would retain my com¬ 
mittee appointments. 

“With no explanation I was re¬ 
moved from nearly all appoint¬ 
ments in July.” 

She claimed Coun Davis shouted 
at her and forced her to leave his of¬ 
fice during a meeting about her po¬ 
sitions, leaving her “shaken, upset 
and humiliated”. 

Coun Clark said: “I lodged a for¬ 
mal complaint with CCHQ. I am 
considering pursuing a formal com¬ 
plaint under the [Kingston] coun¬ 
cil’s code of conduct. I was publicly 
ousted in the way Coun Davis told 
me it would happen.” 

She claimed the investigation by 
CCHQ was flawed. 

Coun Davis’ statement said: “The 
Conservative Group have been 
mindful of the fact Mary has strug¬ 
gled with her very heavy responsi¬ 
bilities as deputy mayor. There was 
a dispute between the group and 
Mary over whether she could serve 
as a member or chair committees. 

“This was something we were not 
able to resolve.” 


Black cab 
drivers fear 
for future 

Kingston black cab drivers 
have expressed concern that 
the trade may not survive in 
the borough as the populari¬ 
ty of controversial private 
company Uber continues to 
rise. 

Speaking while waiting for 
customers at a taxi-rank 
outside Kingston station, 
cab drivers told the 
Kingston Guardian they had 
lost business since the 
launch of the mobile app 
service. 

Kingston black cab driver 
Rob Eaton said: “We just sit 
here. 

“It’s terrible. 

“They are cutting every¬ 
one up simply because we 
can’t afford to charge the 
prices they are doing. 

“If it continues, we won’t 
survive, not in the suburbs. 
We will do in central Lon¬ 
don, but not here.” 

Uber allows users to beck¬ 
on private taxis without a 
waiting time. 

The app is considerably 
cheaper than rivals and sub¬ 
ject to less regulation. 

Meanwhile, black cab 
drivers have to pass a series 
of tests before they are qual¬ 
ified to take to the capital’s 
streets. 

Other measures also in¬ 
clude licensing and insuring 
the taxi. 

According to one Kingston 
cabbie, this process can take 
as long as three years, but is 
vital to ensuring customer 
safety. 

He said: “It’s a problem of 
safety, that’s what it is 
about. 

“They are turning the taxi 
trade into an unregulated 
free-for-all. 

“They’re doing everything 
taxi drivers do but most of 
the drivers aren’t qualified 
to do it. 

“I have lost a lot of 
business.” 

Last month, a mass of 
black cab drivers gathered 
outside City Hall to protest 
against Transport for Lon¬ 
don’s (TfL) failure to enforce 
regulations on Uber. 

TfL now plans to introduce 
a mandatory five-minute 
waiting time for the app ser¬ 
vice, which has caused the 
American-based company to 
launch a petition against the 
move. 

It has attracted almost 
15,000 signatures. 

Uber user and 21-year-old 
James Young from New 
Malden said: “They usually 
pick you up within two min¬ 
utes and it’s so much 
cheaper. 

“The other firms just can’t 
compete with the prices.”

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Housing scheme is 
called off over cuts 



Plans to move council housing 
services to a resident-led Commu¬ 
nity Housing Trust (CHT) were 
overwhelmingly rejected with a 
specially selected board claiming 
that Government cuts to social 
housing made introducing the 
scheme “morally wrong”. 

Members of the Community 
Housing Trust Shadow Board 
voted 11-2 in favour of recom¬ 
mending putting the scheme on 
hold at Kingston’s Guildhall on 
Thursday, October 15. 

The CHT had hoped to give 
council tenants more control of 
the running of social housing 
services. 

Having overseen almost 18 
months of efforts including door- 
to-door enquiries and a roadshow 
to develop the initiative, the rec¬ 
ommendation to reject the trust 
comes as a blow to Kingston 
Council. 

Board chairman David West 
said: “Initially we set out with 
great enthusiasm all believing 
that a CHT was a great opportuni¬ 
ty which could be created for the 
benefit of all parties.

“Given that the Government’s 
unexpected and substantial rent 
reduction requirements will see 
millions cut from the council’s 
housing revenue account over the 
next four years, it would be moral¬ 
ly wrong for us to continue to 
promise housing improvements 
from next year.” 

Tenants in Sheephouse Way, 
Kingsnympton, Cambridge Road 
and Alpha Road estates would 
have been affected by the CHT. 

But the board acknowledged the 
resident engagement campaign 
showed “low levels of resident 
support”. 

Councillor Cathy Roberts, lead 
member for housing, had previ¬ 
ously come under fire for 


speaking about the introduction 
of the CHT as inevitable during a 
public meeting last month. 

But during the meeting she said: 
“The gods are against us I’m 
afraid. Nobody expected a CHT to 
have to start life by trying to cre¬ 
ate major service improvements 
in a climate of significant spend¬ 
ing cuts. If we are to provide the 
good housing services people need 
in the future, we will still need to 
make changes to the way those 
services are provided.” 

She has pledged to release infor¬ 
mation on alternative options to a 
CHT in coming months. 

There were suggestions plans to 
introduce a CHT could be revisit¬ 
ed at a later date. 

Councillor Maria Netley said: 
“We must stay positive as we are 
doing this for completely the right 
reasons and should the CHT come 
back into consideration we should 
do so properly.” 

Resident shadow board member 
Geof Yates was disappointed to 
see the scheme rejected. 

He said: “Regardless of the eco¬ 
nomic climate this recommenda¬ 
tion is the wrong thing to do.” 

A formal decision will be made 
by the Adults and Children’s 
Committee on Wednesday, 
November 11. 


Takeaways get zero mark 


The takeaways and restaurants of 
Kingston are largely rated satisfactory 
for food hygiene, but a handful have been 
rated zero and in need of serious 
improvement. 

On the Food Standards Agency website 
three establishments in the borough have 
been rated zero. These are Kingston’s 
CFC Fried Chicken in Richmond Road, 
Tasty Fried Chicken in Tolworth Broad¬ 
way and Chessington’s Trident Cafe in 
Oakcroft Road. Indian restaurant Maya 


in Brighton Road, Surbiton, previously 
had a zero rating, but in a September in¬ 
spection, it went up to be rated five stars. 

A Kingston Council spokeswoman said: 
“The council environmental enforce¬ 
ment officers work tirelessly to ensure 
the health of residents and visitors is pro¬ 
tected. Over 90 per cent of food premises 
within the borough are rated 3 (generally 
satisfactory or above, with the majority 
achieving 4 or 5, which is the highest 
score).”

A Kingston town centre Sains- 
bury’s will be closed for almost 
two months in the run-up to 
Christmas amid rumours as¬ 
bestos has been found in the 
store’s ceiling. 

A spokeswoman for Sainsbury’s 
did not deny the hazardous build¬ 
ing material had been found in its 
Eden Street shop and instead con¬ 
firmed it would be closed from Oc¬ 
tober 24 until December 9. 

She said: “We will be closing the 
store in order to carry out some 
maintenance work and general re- 
furbishments. The store will 


reopen on December 9, when im¬ 
provements will include updated 
decoration and branding, as well 
as a revamped bakery. 

“The nearest store for cus¬ 
tomers to use during closure is 
our Sury Basin branch.” 

The spokeswoman added when 
the store opened, asbestos was 
commonly used in building work 
and if any traces of it were found 
during the improvement works, it 
would be removed safely. 

The Eden Street shop was built 
in 1967 when asbestos was com¬ 
monly used in building work. 


Fibres released into the air 
when the material is disturbed 
can cause serious diseases, in¬ 
cluding certain cancers. An esti¬ 
mated 5,000 deaths every year are 
attributed to asbestos exposure, 
most of them tradesmen. 

Staff will either take time off or 
start at other nearby Sainsbury’s 
stores while work is ongoing. 

Natasha Dealler, who lives in 
Richmond Road and uses the shop 
at least once a week, said: “I had 
no idea it was closing for that long. 
It was nice to pop into when I was 
shopping in town.”

A consultation into the part clo¬ 
sure of a Hook doctors’ surgery 
has been slammed by residents as 
“confusing” and “misleading”. 

Kingston Clinical Commission 
Group (KCCG) is consulting on 
moving walk-in services from the 
Gosbury Hill medical centre in 
Orchard Road to Surbiton Health 
Centre saying the service is not 
being “used as planned”. 

The clinic, which opened in 2010, 
currently offers urgent or routine 
same-day GP appointments every 
day between 8am and 8pm but a 
reduced three-days-a-week ser¬ 
vice will move to Surbiton. 

The consultation states: “The 
appointment-only approach has 
led to the service being used far 
less than planned. 


“The evidence from other walk- 
in services is that moving the ser¬ 
vice at Gosbury Hill to a more 
central location and changing the 
service from appointment only to 
a walk-in service would increase 
the uptake.” 

When the Kingston Guardian 
called last Saturday and Sunday it 
was unable to secure an appoint¬ 
ment after 1pm. 

Objectors say that the walk-in 
services at the clinic have never 
been properly publicised and pa¬ 
tients at Surbiton Health Centre 
are not being consulted properly. 

Kingston Carers ambassador 
and Surbiton Health Centre pa¬ 
tient Anne Blanche said: “They 
say that the services are not being 
used, but is this surprising? 

“Those who do know about it 
are confused that an appointment 
is necessary in a walk-in centre. 

“There is also no consultation 
on transferring services to

Surbiton and no mention of 
where or how the services will 
be accommodated within Sur¬ 
biton Health Centre. 

“There is already mental health 
services for substance misuse and 
other issues in the building. This 
is not a proper consultation. So 
many questions have been missed 
out.” 

Jane Loader took to social 
media to question whether the 
clinic was “under used”. 

She said: “What a load of rub¬ 
bish. I have phoned up on numer¬ 
ous occasions over the past two 
years for myself and my family 
and have never managed to get an 
appointment, even two days in a 
row.” 

The consultation runs until

Changing town forever 


Kingston is under threat. It ap¬ 
pears that our council and our 
MPs are prepared to work with the 
Greater London Authority (GLA) 
on a growth strategy of such scale 
and importance that it will change 
Kingston forever, and do so with¬ 
out any mandate from residents 
and without caring if it is what we 
want or not. 

This shows arrogance and con¬ 
descension on a huge scale. 

The statement recently made by 
James Berry MP about congestion 
on trains at Surbiton station is the 
big give-away that our public sec¬ 
tor leaders are in cahoots with the 


GLA to ruin Kingston in return for 
Crossrail 2. 

Our MPs do not care about allevi¬ 
ating today’s overcrowding. They 
are using Crossrail 2 to justify fu¬ 
ture development and growth in 
this borough on a massive scale. 

Boris Johnson, the GLA, Trans¬ 
port for London (TfL), MPs James 
Berry, Zac Goldsmith and Kevin 
Davis are deep in talks behind 
closed doors about making 
Kingston and Tolworth opportuni¬ 
ty areas for mass development such 
as are happening in Vauxhall and 
Battersea.

Services not used because people unaware 


Here are some comments on the 
Gosbury Hill GP-led health centre 
consultation. 

Firstly it is unclear to the public 
exactly what this “consultation” is 
about. It is an initiative to suppos¬ 
edly reduce the pressures on acci¬ 
dent and emergency at Kingston 
Hospital funded by NHS England. 

The seven-days-a-week service 
will be reduced by more than 50 
per cent to 8am to 8pm Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday only. 

What is supposed to happen dur¬ 
ing rest of week? 

The reason for the change is 
given as “services not used”. Is this 


surprising? How many of the pub¬ 
lic are aware of the service, where 
it is and when it is open? Those 
who find out are sometimes con¬ 
fused that an appointment is nec¬ 
essary in what is (occasionally) 
described as a walk-in centre. 

There is no mention of Surbiton 
health centre in any publicity. 

There is no consultation on 
transferring services to Surbiton, 
merely two options - a walk-in 
centre or an appointments-only 
centre. How many of the public 
have spotted this? 

There is no mention in the docu¬ 
ment of where or how the services 


will be accommodated within the 
existing Surbiton health centre. 

There is already an outside ser¬ 
vice “camping” in the building. 
This is the health and wellbeing 
mental health services for sub¬ 
stance misuse and other issues. 

There is no consultation on that 
either. 

Will it have to move back to the 
ground floor, which was problem¬ 
atic when it first moved in, or will 
other accommodation away from 
the health centre have to be found? 
If so, when? 


We do not 
own roads 

Contrary to the letter voicing her anger 
at not getting parking zones, I disagree 
totally with Sally Millard (Parking woe, 
October 9). We have had some of our 
front garden dug up and paid the coun¬ 
cil for a crossover, but if introduction of 
these parking zones had gone ahead, 
we would be buying permits. 

Also, if you have builders in to do any 
work in your property they would be 
charged £20 per permit and the permit 
only allows them to park for six hours - 
what happens after that? Do they have 
to buy another permit to use for the 
next couple of hours? 

I would think that the fee would defi¬ 
nitely be added to the bill. Suppose the 
work required more than one builder? 
Moreover, if the work were to be major 
and require a skip - where does that 
go? 

On a double yellow line? Or, if you 
have a crossover, then the skip could go 
on that, but where do you park your 
car? It also would affect carers arriving 
to look after the elderly, people who 
have people looking after their children 
- it would all add to the daily or weekly 
cost. 

There is a large car park in Blagdon 
road that is underused. Some people 
dislike it as it is a little intimidating and 
it closes early, so anyone using it and 
commuting would have to make certain 
they returned to collect their vehicle be¬ 
fore it was locked in for the night. Get¬ 
ting it out after locking is very 
expensive. 

Furthermore its lack of use has 
meant that some of the car park is 
being converted into flats - I assume 
some of the tenants and owners will 
have vehicles, where will they park 
their vehicles? There have been an in¬ 
creasing number of flats built in New 
Malden recently - change of use con¬ 
version buildings.

The future of policing in the 
borough is uncertain after 
the Metropolitan Police an¬ 
nounced plans to scrap Police 
Community Support Officers 
(PCSOs). 

A decision is yet to be made 
but the Met has remained 
tight-lipped about how many 
officers in Kingston could be 
lost. At present, the 16 wards 
in the borough are policed by 
22 PCSOs in teams of two or 
three. 

A Met spokesman said: “We 
have to wait for the Govern¬ 
ment to announce its spend¬ 
ing review first. Then we will 
be able to give more detail.” 

If the Met follows through 
with this proposal it could 
see all its 1,000 PCSOs cut to 
make savings. 

Some Kingston wards could 
suffer with fewer officers to 
walk the beat, with resources 
pooled from less central 
wards to continue to heavily 
cover the town centre. 

Chessington South is the 
largest ward in the borough 
stretching just under three 
miles from Chessington 
South station to the edges of 
Leatherhead golf club and 
has a team with an Inspector, 
a Sergeant, a PC and a PCSO, 
which could be reduced. 

Colin Punch, chairman of 
Chessington District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said: “I 
don’t think it’s right. You need 
police to keep law and order.” 


Ken Marsh, chairman of 
the Metropolitan Police Fed¬ 
eration, said: “I don’t think it 
would affect borough safety, 
but I think it would have an 
effect on my colleagues.” 

Councillor Julie Pickering, 
cabinet member with respon¬ 
sibility for the Safer Kingston 
Partnership at Kingston 
Council, said the council had 
invested £1.2m in 12 town 
centre police officers for the 
next three years. 

She said: “We recognise the 
Met’s significant financial 
pressures, but expect that 
they will do all they can to 
make back-office efficiencies 
before making any decision 
to reduce frontline services.” 

Unison figures showed a 
49.09 per cent reduction in 
PCSOs within the Met be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2013. 

A petition to protect neigh¬ 
bourhood policing teams has 
been set up by the London 
Liberal Democrat group 
and has more than 2,000 
signatures. 

Last week Police Commis¬ 
sioner Sir Bernard Hogan- 
Howe said the £800m 
spending cuts to be made 
over four years would take 
the Met “back to the 1970s” in 
terms of resources. 

He suggested single-bor¬ 
ough forces, along with dedi¬ 
cated schools officers and yet 
more police stations, could 
face the axe.

Kingston is at risk of losing 
its £33m mini-Holland fund¬ 
ing if it does not start spend¬ 
ing it more quickly. 

The second mini-Holland 
cycle track, which runs from 
New Malden to Raynes Park, 
could face up to a four-year 
delay while Thames Water 
completes urgent pipework 
under the site and the council 
deal with furious environ¬ 
mental protesters. 

Thames Water owns the 
mile-long stretch of land be¬ 
hind part of Alric Avenue 
that has been ear-marked 
for £1.9m of mini-Holland 
funding. 

Four pressurised mains 
water pipes that supply 
700,000 homes lie under the 
land. At least one has a “zero 
life expectancy”, meaning it 
could burst at any moment - 
flooding New Malden yet 
again. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said: “We do have to get this 
right because we are being 
looked at by the mayor 
[of London] and other 
boroughs. 

“Whenever a statutory 


body tells me something is 
going to take two years it is 
always four. 

“It is possible that we will 
lose this money if we don’t 
start spending it faster.” 

Councillor Terry Paton, 
who is overseeing the project, 
called the link “vital”. 

He said: “We have to make 
sure we are on top of every¬ 
thing else while Thames 
Water are working. 

“There is a change of 
mayor soon and we are con¬ 
scious about our funding. 

“It is unlikely that we will 


lose it at the moment, but we 
need to know how long 
Thames Water’s work is 
going to take.” 

Thames Water has told 
Kingston Council that it 
could take a year to assess 
what needs to be done to the 
pipes. 

Councillors also face oppo¬ 
sition from environmental 
protesters. 

At last Tuesday’s full coun¬ 
cil meeting, rival petitioners 
met face-to-face for the first 
time to plead their cases. 

Peter Nolan, who started 


pipes 

the petition against the link, 
called the land an “undis¬ 
turbed wildlife valley”. 

He said: “The scheme is 
being promoted on a series of 
flawed promises. [They] say 
that it can be both a wildlife 
valley and a cycle track. 

“Homer Simpson had a sim¬ 
ilar idea. When asked what 
his favourite things were he 
said ‘beer, custard, lobster 
and gravy’. 

“He decided to mix them to¬ 
gether and come up with 
the best thing. You can’t do 
that.” 

Nick Davies, of Kingston 
Cycling Campaign, said: “It is 
not quite the rural haven Mr 
Nolan is painting it as. 

“This is the vital cycling 
route into central London. A 
once in a lifetime opportuni¬ 
ty. Please councillors, do not 
waste this money.” 

The Kingston Guardian 
contacted the Mayor’s office 
to find out about a use-by 
date for mini-Holland’s mil¬ 
lions but had not heard back 
as it went to press. 

A Thames Water spokes¬ 
woman said the company 
would only know how long 
repair work would take after 
assessments had been com¬ 
pleted, but any plans would 
be “shared with residents”.

Tempers flare at pub gig

Two people were taken to hospital after 
a sold-out Kingston gig by chart-topping 
band the Enemy was evacuated when a 
reveller set off a firework inside the 
venue. 

Police, ambulance and fire crews were 
all called to the Fighting Cocks pub just 
before 10pm on Wednesday, October 14, 
when a man and 
a woman suf¬ 
fered head 
injuries after re¬ 
portedly being 
hit by glass bot¬ 
tles during the 
chaos. 

The Enemy 
were forced to 
stop their set 
when a fight 
broke out and a 
flare was set off 
during their 
third song, fill¬ 
ing the room 
with smoke. 

Audience mem¬ 
bers took to 
Twitter to both 
criticise and 
praise Banquet 
Records, which 
organised the 
show, attended 
by 150 people.

store “dangerous” and “unprofessional”. 

She said: “Allowing the Fighting 
Cocks to sell glass bottles at the Enemy 
gig, no security and allowing people in 
with fireworks. Disgraceful. 

“[Banquet] has a responsibility. 
Where was the security?” 

But Amy Langham said: “Fair play to 
the staff at Fighting Cocks Kingston. 
Amazing. Dealt with it all tonight and 
with a smile. 

“It’s not venue, promoter or band’s 
fault mindless idiots ruined the start.” 

The Enemy played outside the Old 
London Road pub while it was cleared. 

The Fighting Cocks in one of the few 
remaining live music venues left in the 
town centre and has seen US punk leg¬ 
ends Dan Andriano and Brendan Kelly, 
as well as huge bands such as New 
Found Glory play there in recent years. 

Banquet Records owner and Liberal 
Democrat Councillor Jon Tolley said 
the store organised 200 gigs a year and 
this had been a “one-off, unfortunate 
event”. 


He said: “I cannot praise the band and 
venue and Banquet staff enough in the 
way that they dealt with what hap¬ 
pened. It was one idiot who tried to ruin 
things. It is not a venue that you would 
expect to have your bag searched in, but 
policies will be reviewed and we are 
following police advice.” 

Kingston Council is currently 
reviewing its licensing policy, with 
plans to stop town centre nightclubs 
from opening and cracking down on 
venues where trouble is caused. 

Pub manager Jamie O’Grady said: 
“We are still determining what hap¬ 
pened and are going through CCTV.” 

A Kingston police spokesman said no 
arrests had been made.

• Get organised - clear out the 
kitchen cupboards to make way 
for festive food, and eat from the 
freezer for a week to make room for 
mince pies, stuffings, etc.

The week before Christmas 

• Fill any space in the freezer 
with bread rolls and a vegetarian 
alternative to turkey, just in case. 

• Send last-minute Christmas 
cards and wrap your presents. 

• Decide who's going to do all the 
washing up. Delegate it, 

Frozen turkeys - the rules 

To defrost: Defrost it in a bag in a 
cool room. Remove the bag and 
giblets. Once it's thawed, cover 
and store in the fridge, and cook 
as soon as possible. Do not re¬ 
freeze once thawed. 


To roast: This is a rough guide, 
because different cookers vary: 
Weight: 51b (2.25kg). Thawing time: 
15 hours. Cooking time: one and 
three-quarter hours to two hours. 
Weight: 101b (4.5kg). Thawing time: 
20 hours. Cooking: three and a 
quarter to three and three-quarter 
hours. 

Weight: 151b (6.751b). Thawing: 20 
hours. Cooking: four and a half to 
five hours. 

Weight: 201b (9kg). Thawing: 30 
hours. Cooking: five and a half to 
six and a half hours. 

One or two days before 

• Start thawing the turkey and 
avoid the biggest Christmas 
nightmare of all - food poisoning. 


• Buy your vegetables and make 
sure you have enough pans to 
cook them all in. 

• Make sure you have 
remembered trimmings such as 
stuffing and cranberry sauce. 

• Make a table centrepiece and 
namecards if you like them. 

Christmas Eve 

• Get peeling - and leave the 
whole lot, prepared, in cold water 
overnight. You don't want to be 
chopping while the gifts are being 
unwrapped. 

• Stuff the turkey at the neck end 
and put it in the fridge. Work out 
how long the cooking will take - 
see our guide. 


Cooking a turkey 

Weigh the bird after stuffing the 
breast to calculate the cooking 
time, to be ready 30 minutes 
before carving. 

Place in a roasting tin and cover 
with buttered foil. 

Place in a pre-heated oven at 
190C/375F/Gas Mark 5 for the 
calculated cooking time. Baste 
the turkey every 45 minutes and 
remove the foil for the last 40 
minutes to brown. 

Christmas Day early 

• Put the turkey in. It will need 
basting every 45 minutes. 

60 minutes before dinner 
Boil potatoes and parsnips in 


microwave and when soft transfer 
to oven to brown. 

40 minutes before 

• Chill the wine. 

• Cook any stuffing left over. Put 
cranberry sauce onto the dish and 
put starters on the plates. 

20 minutes before 

• Heat the bread sauce. Pour 
yourself a glass or wine. 

10 minutes before 

• Put the turkey on a warmed 
serving plate and leave it to stand 
before you carve it. Dish everything 
out. 

Zero hour - relax and enjoy.

OWNERSHIP? 



At the Conservative Party confer¬ 
ence, Prime Minister David Cameron 
announced plans to help Generation 
Rent become Generation Buy, with 
plans to favour the building of dis¬ 
counted starter homes for first-time 
buyers over the provision of low-cost 
rented homes, writes Helen Collins. 

For those unable to access 
home ownership direct, the often 
overlooked and misunderstood 
option of'shared ownership' remains. 

Here, we address five of the key 
questions about shared ownership. 

What is shared ownership? Shared 
ownership is a part-rent, part-buy 
option to help people on lower 
incomes buy their own homes. 

Mainly provided by housing associ¬ 
ations and some private providers, it 
is popular among first-time buyers 
struggling with a deposit and who 
can't secure a large mortgage. 
Schemes vary but usually you buy 
from 25 per cent of a property (some 
schemes start lower) to a maximum 
of 75 per cent. You pay a reduced 
rent to the housing association on 
the remainder. You take out a mort¬ 
gage to pay for your share, and you 
can buy extra shares if and when you 
can afford to - a process known as 
'staircasing'. The more shares you 
own, the less rent you pay - and the 
closer you get to owning outright. 


So it doesn't mean sharing my 
home or buying with a friend? No. 
The main difference compared with, 
say, Help to Buy (see below), is that 
you can initially buy a small share 
and only need a small mortgage. 
You can sell on the open market 
once you own outright, otherwise 
the property must be marketed 
back via the housing association. If 
it does not sell within a certain time 
limit (usually two to three months), 
you can sell on the open market. 
Why haven't I heard of this before? 
Shared ownership began in the 
1980s but is not well known. Plus, 
government funding has been 
limited and it is only recently that 
new providers have come into the 
market. Properties are snapped up 
fast, so you need to move quickly. 
Where can I find a shared owner¬ 
ship property? Check the usual 
property websites and select a filter 


for shared ownership. You can also 
Google HomeBuy Agent or shared 
ownership for a list of schemes. 
Okay I'm interested. Are there any 
other options? You could opt for a 
Starter Home, available later this 
year. New homes will be available 
to first-time buyers under the age 
of 40 to buy at 80 per cent of their 
market value - with limits of up 
to £250,000 outside London and 
£450,000 inside. 

Or there is Help to Buy - this has 
no age restriction for eligibility and 
applies to both first time buyers 
and home movers for newbuild or 
older properties up to £600,000. 

You only have to raise a 5 per cent 
deposit and you get a 20 per cent 
equity loan funded by the govern¬ 
ment. You own outright and have to 
get a mortgage on the full cost, not 
just the share you buy.

(or worse), so you have to adapt 
your entry technique. There's a 
modest boot that's big enough for 
the young and the child-free. The 
cabin is spacious enough in the 
front but a bit cramped at the 
back. 



Behind the wheel: The motorbike 
fuel tank-inspired centre console 
is an acquired taste, but there's no 
arguing in favour of the rubbish 
and dated-looking torque/boost/ 
eco rating readouts. What you'll 
enjoy more is the Juke's renewed 
sense of purpose. It pulls hard, 
with an oh-so-slightly improved 
soundtrack against the old one, 
but it also stands up to scrutiny in 
the corners. 

It changes direction with the 
fast reflexes that could only 


belong to a short-wheelbase car. 
Quick steering and a grippy 
Alcantara wheel mean you're 
never scrabbling for extra lock, 
and the car stays flat even when 
you corner like it's 1999. 

Value for money: At £21,995 the 
Nismo RS is not bad value. On the 
one hand, it's the same price as the 
bog-standard seven-seat Nissan X- 
Trail, but on the other it's cheaper 
than other similarly-equipped hot 
hatches. For its size, the Juke 
punches above its weight.
